Whe died in the Bajfile, 

Area forty years ago he inherited an ef. 

tate of near three thoufand pounds a year 
from a long line of anceftors, part in Norfolk, 
and part io other counties. Nature gave hin 
perhaps the greatc& natural talents of any man 
of his age; his wit was unbounded, and his me- 
mory fo retentive, that in the courfe of a long 
life, he never read the fame book twice, yet ne- 
ver forgot any thieg; and from once reading a 
poem of a thoufand lines, would, three months 
afterwards, repeat it without an error. He was 
fo familiar with the dead languages, that he wrote 
them off haed with great elegance. He {poke all 
the modern ones with the fame fluency as his na- 
tive tongue. Iie had avery elegant tafte for poe- 
try; andevery external accomplithmenct ferved 
to fet off one of the happieft perfoas that has beca 
feen ; and all chefe advantages of oature and for- 
tone,he applied with the moi varcmitted diligence 
to the ruin of the female fex. With them he fluck 
at nothing to carry bis ends; would never marry, 
bat ruined more young women of family and for- 
tune than sny other mau thateverexifled: The 
writer of this account has beard of more than 
twenty on good authority. In thefe purluics he 
{pent above t:veaty thoufand pounds—fought ele. 
vea duels—and travelled, merely for fuch parpof. 
es, more thaa thrice the circumference of the 
globe. In this aim he was fo indefatigable, chat,

to attain his end, he would underge fatigue, hun- 
ger, thirfl, and the lofs of property, health, and 
fame. At the age of forty-feven, he was not
